SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The book entitled Heimliche Liebe zwischen Knabe und Mann, also known as 
Heimliche Liebe, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book has been given this classification because it promotes and supports the 
exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes. The publication 
contains a number of different articles, letters and interviews with people who endorse 
the idea that children and adults can have legitimate sexual associations. The book 
further advances the notion that if the child gives consent to such a relationship or 
actively seeks it out, then the sexual and emotional consequences are not harmful to 
the child. The publication therefore promotes and supports the exploitation of children 
and young persons for sexual purposes. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) does not apply to this 
publication because it has been determined that s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 applies. This provision overrides si4 of the NZBR 
Act because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with the rights and freedoms in that section of the NZBR Act. 
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
